THE NEW YEAR 


ECONOMIST SAYS 1939 CAN BE 
MADE A PROSPEROUS YEAR 

By RALPH H. TAYLOR 
(ExecutiveSecretary, Agricultural 
Council of California) 

I T IS a happy characteristic of 
mankind, at the start of a 
New Year, to push aside the 
difficulties and disappointments 
of the year just gone and to dip 
into the future—with new hope, 
new dreams and a sublime con¬ 
viction that there’s a rainbow 
around the comer! 

It is a period of new optimism 
and father-to-the-wish forecasts 
of better times ahead. But it is 
also a time for balancing books 
on the old year, realistically re¬ 
viewing mistakes—and planning, 
with new courage, to profit in 
the future by the errors of the 
past. 

The year 1938, from the stand¬ 
point of agriculture, left much to 
be desired. California crop re¬ 
turns, according to the best in¬ 
formation available at this writ¬ 
ing, averaged 27 per cent less 
than returns of the preceding 
year, with some major crops 
dropping as low as 46 percent 
below the 1937 level. 

Nationally, cash income from 
farm products marketed in 1938 
(Including government payments) 
reached approximately $7,500.- 
000,000, acording to estimates of 
the United States Bureau of Ag¬ 
riculture Economics. This com¬ 
pares with $8,600,000,000 in 1937 
and $7,944,000,000 in 1936. 

Any attempt to forecast what 
the New Year, 1939, will mean to 
California agriculture must, in 
large part, be conditioned on what 
the future holds for business and 
Industry. 

Overshadowing a 11 problems 
within the industry Is the problem 
of national recovery. If business 
and Industry, government and 
labor find a better basis for mu¬ 
tual cooperation—if all America 
finally starts pulling in harness 
toward a common objective—then 
it can be safely forecast that 
both city income and farm in¬ 
come will start climbing back 
toward normal levels. 

Rash, indeed, would be the pro¬ 
phet who would predict that 1939, 
will be free from tur-

The old view of the matter Is 
now considered not only unworthy, 
out as a kind of blasphemy against 
the Creator, who knew what he was 
doing when he made these arrange- 
i meats for life and the continuance 
it It 

In fact. In modern times the reac¬ 
tionary view of love as something 
purely, or impurely, physical is sel¬ 
dom proclaimed, except by reao*
